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INTRODUCTION 


In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  40,  Section  49,  of  the  General  Laws 
of  Massachusetts,  the  Milford  Board  of  Selectmen  is  required  to  publish  an  Annual 
Report. 

Certain  information  must  be  included,  such  as  reports  of  the  School  Committee, 
Town  Accountant  and  Town  Treasurer.  Beyond  that  which  is  mandated,  however,  the 
Board’s  objective  is  to  provide  within  this  report  information  of  interest  and  practical 
value  to  you,  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Milford. 

Departmental  narratives  contained  on  the  following  pages  will  provide  an  overview 
of  activities  and  accomplishments  during  calendar  and  fiscal  1989.  Election  results  and 
summaries  of  Town  Meeting  actions  are  provided  for  informational  purposes.  The 
names  of  elected  and  appointed  municipal  officials,  and  board  and  committee  mem¬ 
bers,  plus  a  municipal  telephone  directory,  are  also  included  so  that  you  will  know 
whom  to  contact  for  the  various  services  you  require.  A  map  of  Milford  identifies  the 
locations  of  municipal  buildings,  schools  and  hospitals. 

The  Board  is  hopeful  that  it  has  been  successful  in  providing  a  valuable  resource  to 
Milford’s  residents  through  the  publication  of  this  Annual  Report,  and  seeks  to  im¬ 
prove  both  format  and  content  to  make  this  Report  more  responsive  to  your  needs. 
You  may  contact  the  Selectmen’s  office  with  your  suggestions  for  such  improvements. 
Be  assured  that  your  input  will  receive  serious  consideration. 

Since  1973,  Annual  Reports  have  been  published  on  a  fiscal  year  basis.  The  1990 
Annual  Report  will  return  to  the  original  calendar  year  format,  in  order  to  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  This  year’s  report  is  a  transitional 
report,  from  July,  1988,  through  December  31,  1989,  thereby  encompassing  both 
Calendar  and  Fiscal  Year  1989. 

The  Annual  Report  is  printed  professionally.  Contracts  for  printing  are  awarded 
through  the  established  bid  process.  The  cost  of  printing  last  year’s  (FY88)  191  page 
report  was  $5350  for  1500  softcover  and  20  hardbound  reports. 

The  cover  of  this  1989  Annual  Town  Report  features  the  Milford  Fire  Station  and 
Training  Center,  which  was  authorized  by  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  13, 
1989.  The  Station,  located  on  Birch  Street,  off  of  Route  109  in  the  eastern  section  of 
Milford,  is  currently  under  construction  and  is  scheduled  to  open  in  late  1990.

The  Office  of  the  Milford  Board 
of  Selectmen  is  located  in  Room  1 1 
of  Milford  Town  Hall,  52  Main  St., 
Milford.  Residents  may  contact  the 
office  by  dialing  634-2303.  Office 
hours  are  8;30  am  to  5:00  pm, 
Monday  through  Friday. 

The  Board  meets  Monday  eve¬ 
nings  at  7:00  pm  in  Room  03  of 
Milford  Town  Hall;  these  meetings 
are  televised  over  the  local  cable 
network.  Special  meetings  are  con¬ 
vened  as  necessary.  A  formal  record 
of  these  meetings  {The  Minutes)  is 
available  for  viewing. 

The  Board  is  the.  local  licensing 
commission  for  alcoholic  beverages 
sales  and  consumption,  restaurants, 
boarding  houses,  entertainment  and 
amusements,  new  and  used  motor 
vehicle  sales  and  services,  parades, 
movie  theaters,  taxis  and  limou¬ 
sines,  tag  days  and  yard  sales,  plus 
others.  License/permit  fees,  which 
are  deposited  to  the  Town’s  Gen¬ 
eral  Fund,  generated  $77,874  in 
revenues  during  fiscal  1989. 

Parking  fines  may  also  be  paid  at 
the  Selectmen’s  Office.  “Over  the 
counter”  collections  for  both  on¬ 
street  and  municipal  parking  lot 
meters  totaled  $47,245  and 
$15,991  respectively  during  fiscal 
1989. 

The  Board  is  committed  to  a 
philosophy  of  recruiting  and  retain¬ 
ing  qualified  professionals  to  ad¬ 
minister  the  department  under  its 
jurisdiction.  Recent  additions  to 
the  management  ranks  include  Alan 
Green,  appointed  as  Assistant  Zon¬ 
ing  Enforcement  Officer  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1988,  and  James  Negri,  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  position  of  Dog  Con¬ 
trol  Officer/Administrator  in  May 
of  1989. 

The  Selectmen’s  Office  continues 
to  coordinate  cost-effective  inter¬ 
departmental  purchasing  activities, 
including  fuel  oil,  office  supplies 
and  equipment.  Recognizing  that 
the  limited  data  processing  facilities 
at  Town  Hall  are  inadequate  to 


meet  current  and  future  reporting 
and  data  generation  requirements, 
the  Selectmen  advocate  upgrading 
to  a  more  comprehensive  system 
which  will  link  all  financial  offices 
at  Town  Hall.  The  Board  will 
address  this  proposal  at  a  1990 
Town  Meeting.  Utilizing  in-house 
staff,  the  Selectmen  have  estab¬ 
lished  a  central  personnel  unit  with¬ 
in  the  Office  of  the  Town  Acount- 
ant,  to  provide  needed  centraliza¬ 
tion,  accountability  and  control  of 
personnel  management.  Through 
the  efforts  of  the  Planning/Engi¬ 
neering  Department  and  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  of 
Milford  has  continued  to  capture 
available  grant  funds  for  projects 
addressing  downtown  revitalization 
and  Louisa  Lake  improvements. 
Local  funding  continues  to  support 
infrastructure  projects  such  as  a  sig¬ 
nalized  pedestrian  crossing  on  East 
Main  St.  and  school  crossing  signal- 
ization  at  No.  Vine  St.’s  Woodland 
School. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  conti¬ 
nues  to  investigate  methods  to 
maximize  revenue  generation.  All 
license/permit  fees  were  increased 
in  January,  1989,  resulting  in  an  in¬ 
crease  in  FY89  of  19%  over  FY88 
collections.  A  hotel/motel  local 
excise  tax,  adopted  by  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  in  1988,  will  increase  to  4%  as 
of  January  1991.  This  tax  is  as¬ 
sessed  to  room  rates  of  hotels  and 
motels  operating  in  Milford. 

The  Selectmen  continue  to  con¬ 
tract  for  Workers’  Coippensation 
coverage  through  the  Mass.  Inter¬ 
local  Insurance  Agency,  a  risk-re¬ 
tention  pool  of  municipalities,  at 
reduced  rates.  In  July,  1989,  the 
medical/dental  insurance  contract 
with  Prudential  Insurance  expired; 
the  Selectmen  carefully  weighed 
elements  of  cost  vs.  benefit  before 
contracting  with  Blue  Cross/Shield 
for  its  Master  Health  Plus  plan.  The 
Fallon  Community  Health  Plan  re¬ 
mains  as  an  option  for  employees 
who  prefer  an  HMO  plan. 

In  the  year  ahead,  the  Select¬ 
men  will  be  involved  in  many  finan¬ 
cial  and  capital  projects.  Major 


electrical  improvements  at  the  Mil¬ 
ford  Police  Station,  currently  in  the 
design  stage,  should  be  completed 
by  year  end.  The  Soldiers’  Memorial 
project  is  moving  forward  under  the 
direction  of  a  reorganized  War 
Memorial  Commission.  A  design 
competition  is  curently  underway, 
with  exhibition,  selection  and 
Town  Meeting  approval  scheduled 
for  early  1990,  and  construction 
completion  by  year  end.  Leveling 
off  of  local  growth,  reductions  in 
local  revenues  and  uncercertainties 
as  to  continued  levels  of  local  aid 
from  the  State  continue  to  be  joint 
priorities  of  the  Selectmen,  Finance 
Committee  and  Capital  Planning 
Committee  as  they  address  the 
Town’s  Fiscal  1991  budgetary 
needs. 

The  Selectmen  look  forward  to 
these  challenges,  and  urge  citizens 
to  take  an  active  role  in  the  con¬ 
tinued  development  of  our  com¬ 
munity.  You  are  encouraged  to 
share  your  experience  and  expertise 
so  that  the  Town  of  Milford  may 
continue  to  grow  and  prosper.

Milford  was  certified  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue  for  a  reval¬ 
uation  update  as  mandated  by  the 
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State  Law  in  September  of  1988 
for  the  Fiscal  Year  1989.  The  total 
valuation  of  the  Town  was 
$1,526,464,815,  representing  ap¬ 
proximately  8700  parcels.  Most 
recently  Tax  Bills  for  Fiscal  Year

$  1 5.92  per  thousand.

Board  of  Selectmen.  The  purpose  i 
of  the  Council  on  Aging  is  to  pro-  j 
vide  services  and  programs  which  | 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  esti-  1 
mated  4,300  elderly  residents  of  | 
Milford.  All  residents  of  Milford  age  ; 
60  and  over  and  disabled  residents,  j 
regardless  of  age,  are  eligible  for  j 
these  services  and  programs.  The  | 
Council  on  Aging  conducts  a  I 
monthly  meeting  at  10:00  a.m.  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month 
at  the  Senior  Center.  These  meet¬ 
ings  are  open  to  the  public  and  resi¬ 
dents  are  invited  to  have  their  con¬ 
cerns  placed  on  the  agenda  for 
these  meetings. 

The  Council  on  Aging  advocates 
for  elderly  issues  by  keeping  close 
contact  with  our  legislators  and  by 
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active  participation  in  the  elder  net¬ 
work  of  organizations  such  as  the 
Blackstone  Valley  Consortium,  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Coun¬ 
cils  on  Aging  and  Senior  Center 
Directors,  the  Central  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Coun¬ 
cils  on  Aging,  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  Older  Americans, 
the  Region  II  Area  Agency  on  Ag¬ 
ing  Sub-Advisory  Committee  and 
the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  Alz¬ 
heimer’s  Connection. 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  the 
governing  body  of  the  Milford 
Senior  Center  which  is  located  at 
15  Winter  Street  (473-8334).  The 
business  office  of  the  Senior  Center 
receives  an  average  of  500  incom¬ 
ing  calls  per  month  from  seniors 
requesting  services  and  information. 
The  center  is  open  Monday  through 
Saturday  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00 
p.m. ;  on  Tuesday  evenings  from 
5:00  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  and  on  Sun¬ 
days  from  1:00  p.m.  to  5:00  p.m. 

Senior  Center  Director  Ruth 
Anne  Bleakney,  began  her  duties  in 
January  of  1989.  She  is  assisted  by 
a  nine-member  staff:  Van  drivers 
Alfred  Barry,  William  Miller  and 
Arthur  Erickson;  Evening/Weekend 
Supervisors  Marge  Macklow  and 
Arthur  Robertson;  Outreach  Coor¬ 
dinator  Marie  Stapleton;  Center  Re¬ 
ceptionist  Frances  Hachey;  Shop¬ 
ping  Bus  Coordinator  Fran  Pasacane 
and  Volunteer  Secretary  Beverly 
Frazer.  These  positions  are  funded 
by  the  Town  of  Milford,  the  Green 
Thumb  Program  (federal  program), 
the  Vista  Program  (federal  pro¬ 
gram  sponsored  by  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Association  of  Older  Ameri¬ 
cans)  and  the  Massachusetts  Execu¬ 
tive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs. 

The  Senior  Center  offers  many 
services  and  programs  to  enrich  the 
lives  of  the  older  residents  of  the 
community.  Recreational  activities 
include  line  dancing,  quilting  and 
craft  classes,  knitting  group.  Whist 
and  Cribbage  Leagues,  day  trips  and 
parties  to  celebrate  every  occasion. 
Realizing  that  weekends  can  be 
very  lonely  for  elders  living  alone. 


the  council  began  sponsoring 
monthly  Sunday  Socials  in  October 
of  1989  and  they  have  been  very 
well  received.  Guest  speakers  are 
engaged  to  provide  information  on 
a  wide  range  of  elderly  issues.  The 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  offers 
quarterly  health  screening  clinics  at 
the  center  and  an  annual  flu  shot 
clinic.  There  is  also  an  annual  eye 
screening  clinic  and  a  monthly 
Podiary  Clinic. 

Probably  the  most  vital  of  the 
services  offered  is  the  van  transpor¬ 
tation.  The  Council  of  Aging  van 
is  available  to  all  elderly  and/or  dis¬ 
abled  of  Milford  who  have  no  other 
means  of  transportation.  The  van  is 
presently  utilized  to  the  maximum 
with  an  average  of  600  trips  per 
month  to  medical  appointments, 
recreational  activities  and  errands 
necessary  to  the  activities  of  daily 
living,  A  25(/  donation  per  way  is 
requested  for  use  of  the  van.  In 
March  of  1989  the  Senior  Center 
obtained  a  second  van  through 
Trip,  Inc.  which  was  funded  by  a 
grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of 
Elder  Affairs.  Plans  are  currently  in 
process  to  provide  additional  van 
hours  using  both  Council  on  Aging 
vehicles.  These  additional  hours  will 
also  be  funded  through  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  van  transportation,  the 
Senior  Center  also  provides  a  week¬ 
ly  bus  trip  for  grocery  shopping 
with  a  $1  requested  donation. 

The  Elder  Milfordian  News  is  a 
free  monthly  publication  of  the 
Council  on  Aging.  This  newsletter 
provides  important  information  on 
elderly  related  issues  and  activities 
and  programs  at  the  Senior  Center. 

The  Tri-Valley  Nutrition  Pro¬ 
gram  operates  5  days  a  week  (Mon¬ 
day  through  Friday)  from  the 
Senior  Center  and  provides  an  esti¬ 
mated  26,000  meals  per  year  to  the 
elderly.  Seniors  may  come  to  the 
meal  site  to  receive  a  hot,  nutri¬ 
tious  meal  and  socialize  with 
friends  or  they  may  have  a  meal 
delivered  to  their  home.  A  24-hour 
advance  reservation  is  required  for 


advance  reservation  is  required  for 
the  meal  and  a  donation  of  $1,50 
is  requested.  This  program  operates 
mainly  through  th  efforts  of  dedi¬ 
cated  volunteers  who  are  coordi¬ 
nated  by  Meal  Site  Manager  Lucille 
DePaolo. 

The  Council  on  Aging  conducts  a 
quarterly  Surplus  Food  Distribu¬ 
tion  at  the  First  United  Methodist 
Church  on  Exchange  Street.  Com¬ 
modities  are  distributed  to  eligible 
persons  of  all  ages. 

The  Senior  Center  is  pleased  to 
have  the  participation  of  the  elderly 
Portguese  community.  Funded  by  a 
grant  from  the  Gateway  Cities  Pro¬ 
gram,  Maria  Valenca  coordinates 
activities  and  interprets  for  the 
group  who  come  to  the  center 
every  Monday  and  Friday. 

The  major  accomplishment  for 
the  Senior  Center  this  year  was  the 
opening  of  the  Outreach  Office  in 
June  of  1989.  This  office  is  coordi¬ 
nated  by  Vista  Volunteer  Marie 
Stapleton.  This  office  provides 
assistance,  information  and  referral 
for  SSI,  Social  Security,  Medicare, 
Medicaid,  Medex,  long-term  care 
placement.  Elder  Homestead  appli¬ 
cation,  fuel  assistance  applications, 
legal  services,  home  care,  Alzhei¬ 
mer’s  Alert  and  any  problem  which 
may  be  of  concern  to  an  elderly 
person.  Seniors  may  also  obtain 
their  Senior  I.D.  cards  and  ComGas 
discount  application  through  this 
office.  The  Outreach  Program  is 
still  in  its  infancy  and  plans  are 
being  made  to  offer  new  services 
such  as  a  friendly  visitor  program 
and  telephone  reassurance  pro¬ 
gram. 

The  elderly  population  is  the 
fastest  growing  segment  of  the 
population  and  this  growth  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  continue  tliroughout  the 
new  decade.  The  Council  on  Aging 
and  the  Senior  Center  staff  are 
working  and  planning  together  to 
meet  the  ever-increasing  needs  of 
the  elderly  community.

OFFICE  OF 
FAIR  HOUSING 


The  Town  of  Milford,  through  its 
Board  of  Selectmen,  has  approved 
and  continues  to  support  a  Fair 
Housing  Action  Plan  in  compliance 
with  guidelines  promulgated  by  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  Against 
Discrimination  and  in  conformance 
with  all  Federal  laws  relevant  to  the 
provision  of  equal  choice  and  hous¬ 
ing  for  all  individuals. 


The  Plan  is  a  public  document, 
and  available  for  inspection  in  the 
Selectmen’s  Office.  The  Plan  has 
been  implemented  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Fair  Housing  Commit¬ 
tee  with  representation  from  the 
Planning  Board,  the  Housing  Au¬ 
thority  and  the  community-at-large. 
This  committee  is  charged  with  and 
continues  to  develop  a  bilingual 
outreach  program  to  disseminate  in¬ 
formation,  the  review  of  actions  of 
community  boards  and  agencies 
pertaining  to  housing,  the  pursuit 
of  sources  of  funding  for  the  su- 
port  of  fair  housing  activities,  and 
the  resolution  of  complaints  con¬ 
cerning  alleged  discrimination  in 
housing  through  its  multi-lingual 
Complaint  Intake  Program. 

The  Fair  Housing  Committee 
continues  to  work  with  Town  and 
State  officials  to  make  it  possible  to 
produce  new  housing  that  will  be 
consistent  with  the  character  of  the 
community  and  affordable.  The 
Town  of  Milford  received  official 
approval  as  an  Equitable  Housing 
Community  on  May  1,  1987. 

FINANCE 

COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  is  a  15 
member  board  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen,  The  committee  derives 
its  authority  from  Town  By-Law  as 
well  as  the  General  Laws  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  The  primary  role  of  the 
committee  is  to  prepare  and  recom¬ 
mend  an  annual  budget  for  town 
meeting  review  and  approval.  In 
addition,  the  committee  makes 
recommendations  to  town  meet¬ 
ing  on  all  financial  issues.  The  com¬ 
mittee’s  duties  also  include  analysis, 
forecasting,  preparation  and  on¬ 
going  auditing  of  all  financial 
matters  concerning  the  town. 

In  fiscal  year  1989  the  Finance 
Committee  oversaw  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  a  29.4  million  dollar  budget. 
For  fiscal  year  1990,  town  meeting 
approved  a  budget  of  31.0  million 
dollars. 


As  we  look  ahead,  a  number  of 
financial  issues  confront  our  com¬ 
mittee  and  will  have  a  significant 
impact  on  all  taxpayers  over  the 
next  several  years.  The  erosion  of 
state  aid  has  placed  a  strain  in  the 
town’s  ability  to  provide  services. 
The  escalating  costs  of  insurance, 
health  care,  special  education  and 
trash  disposal  cannot  be  ignored 
and  contribute  to  the  strain  on 
maintaining  our  services. 

In  light  of  these  constraints,  we 
must  continue  to  exercise  prudent 
spending  habits  and  objective  man¬ 
agement  of  our  funds  in  order  to 
maximize  the  services  we  can  pro¬ 
vide  the  taxpayers. 

Continued  communication  to  all 
residents,  particularly  our  town 
meeting  members,  regarding  the 
town’s  financial  status  is  important 
as  we  move  forward.  In  this  regard, 
the  Finance  Committee  will  con¬ 
tinue  their  series  of  informational 
meetings  prior  to  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  These  meetings,  open  to 
the  public,  were  intended  to  in¬ 
crease  the  awareness  of  all  tax¬ 
payers  and  their  representative 
town  meeting  members.  The  results 
have  been  excellent.  An  expansion 
of  this  program  will  be  conducted. 

In  an  attempt  to  closely  control 
expenditures  and  maintain  existing 
services,  a  new  budget  process  was 
undertaken  this  year.  This  process 
examines  the  impact  on  services  at 
a  variety  of  budget  levels.  This  is 
the  first  step  in  implementing  a 
zero  base  budget  approach.  The 
process  will  also  allow  us  to  re¬ 
spond  to  diminishing  revenue  levels 
with  a  minimum  impact  on  services. 

The  Finance  Committee  has 
taken  a  leadership  role  and  em¬ 
barked  upon  the  development  of  a 
five  year  plan  which  will  establish 
long  range  projections,  goals,  and 
objectives  for  the  Town  of  Milford. 
A  long  range  comprehensive  plan  to 
identify  and  manage  the  capital 
needs-  of  the  community  must  be  a 
priority  item  in  this  plan. 

The  Town  of  Milford  has  done 
well  in  meeting  the  challenges  of 
Proposition  2V2.  We  have  effectively 
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managed  within  its  restraints.  Our 
diligence  must  continue.  The  finan¬ 
cial  issues  confronting  us  today 
present  as  significant  a  challenge  to 
the  town  as  did  the  implementation 
of  Proposition  l}h.  I  am  confident 
that  we  will  manage  through  these 
issues  because  of  the  diligence  of 
Milford’s  financial  officers  and  em¬ 
ployees,  the  cooperative  spirit  of  all 
departments,  the  dedication  of  our 
elected  and  appointed  officials  and 
the  support  of  an  informed  public. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  ex¬ 
press  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  de¬ 
partment  heads  for  their  support 
and  cooperation.  A  special  thanks 
to  the  Town  Accountant,  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Secretary,  our  past  Finance 
Committee  Chairman  and  the 
Finance  Committee  Secretary  for 
their  advice  and  assistance  through 
my  past  first  year  as  Chairman. 

Finally,  a  most  important  thank 
you  to  the  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  for  their  dedication, 
effort  and  help  this  past  year.

FIRE 

DEPARTMENT 


The  Milford  Fire  Depatment 
consists  of  the  Fire  Chief,  (1) 
Deputy  Chief,  (5)  Lieutenants,  (31) 
Firefighters,  (4)  Call  Captains,  (21) 
Call  Firefighters  and  (1)  Confiden¬ 
tial  Clerk. 

During  the  Fiscal  Year  of  1988/ 
1989  the  Milford  Fire  Department 
responded  to  2,161  calls  and  issued 
1,431  permits  (see  Breakdown). 

Due  to  the  Fiscal  situation  which 
now  exists  in  the  Town  of  Milford, 
the  number  of  firefighters  on  the 
Milford  Fire  Department  has  de¬ 
creased  during  the  year  88/89  from 
Fiscal  Year  87/88  (35)  to  the  pre¬ 
sent  level  (31).  The  four  non- 
funded  positions,  which  is  a  11.4% 
decrease  in  our  fighting  forces,  was 
accomplished  by  attrition  and  not 


direct  lay-off  with  the  openings  left 
by  the  retirement  of  Charles  Bishop 
and  Achille  Diotalevi  and  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Patrick  Lapan  and  Jeffrey 
Niro. 

Construction  of  the  Birch  Street 
Fire  Station/Training  Site  is  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  an  expected  occu¬ 
pancy  in  late  1990  with  a  cost  es¬ 
timate  of  approximately  Three 
Million  Dollars.  This  will  be  a  state 
of  the  art  station  which  should  be 
sufficient  for  the  protection  of  the 
East  end  of  Town  well  into  the  21st 
Century. 

The  loss  of  personnel  will  place 
this  department  in  the  precarious 
position  of  having  to,  when  the 
Birch  Street  Fire  Station  is  occu¬ 
pied,  close  a  station  from  time  to 
time,  when  manning  levels  fall 
below  the  number  required  to  man 
a  third  station. 

A  1989  Pierce  Rescue/Pumper 
has  been  accepted  by  this  depart¬ 
ment  and  was  delivered  by  Blan¬ 
chard  Fire  Apparatus  of  Hopkin- 
ton.  This  vehicle  is  now  in  service 
and  operating  from  the  South  Main 
Street  Station.  But  when  the  Birch 
Street  Station  is  activated,  it  will 
respond  to  Fire  and  Medical  calls  in 
the  East  end  of  town. 

The  Department  also  took  de¬ 
livery  of  a  1989  Reach- All  (32’) 
Bucket  Truck  for  use  of  the  Fire 
Alarm  Division  in  repairing  and 
extending  Fire  Alarm  Lines  in  the 
Town  which  is  getting  quite  exten¬ 
sive  due  to  increased  construction 
of  commercial  and  industrial  space. 

As  I  have  reported  in  the  past, 
capital  investment  in  major  pieces 
of  apparatus  should  be  kept  up  so 
as  to  project  a  replacement  every 
three  years  with  the  oldest  vehicle 
eventually  being,  at  the  most,  fif¬ 
teen  years  old.  Presently,  the  major 
pieces  are  between  (Engine  I)  35 
years  and  (Engine  VI)  new.  Ladder 
I  which  is  a  1968  Maxim  is  pre¬ 
sently  in  for  extensive  repairs  and 
should  be  replaced  in  the  near 
future. 

I  would  like  to  personally  thank 
the  Town  Officials  and  Board  for 


their  assistance  and  cooperation  in 
the  past  year,  and  look  forward  to 
working  closely  with  them  in  the 
future  year.

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COMMISSION 
FOR  THE 
HANDICAPPED 


In  September,  1985,  the  Com¬ 
mission  was  reorganized  and  has 
been  meeting  on  a  monthly  basis. 
Some  of  the  powers  and  duties 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to, 
reviewing  recommendations  and 
policies  of  all  departments  and 
agencies  of  the  town:  to  participate 
in  an  advisory  capacity  concerning 
discrimination  against  the  handi¬ 
capped  and  to  insure  the  equal 
status  of  the  handicapped  in  educa¬ 
tion,  employment,  economic,  poli¬ 
tical,  health,  legal  and  social 
spheres. 

BOARD  OF 
HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  enforcing  the  regulations 
of  the  State  Sanitary  Code.  The 
Board  issues  permits  and  licenses 
for  gas  work,  septic  systems,  wells, 
caterers,  restaurants,  retail  markets, 
and  other  various  types  of  permits. 
All  housing  complaints  are  an¬ 
swered  and  dwellings  inspected.  All 
markets  and  restaurants  are  inspec¬ 
ted  at  least  twice  a  year.  The  Board 
contracts  for  rubbish  removal  and 
operates  the  Transfer  Facility  on 
Cedar  Street.  The  Board  provides, 
through  the  Visiting  Nurse  Associa¬ 
tion,  well  child  clinics,  elderly 
clinics,  and  flu  clinics.  A  nurse  is 
provided  for  the  children  at  Milford 
Catholic  Elementary  School  two 
days  a  week,  and  the  Board  pro¬ 
vides  a  dental  fluoride  rinse  pro¬ 
gram  for  all  schoolchildren,  grades 
K  through  7.  This  program  is  con¬ 
ducted  by  a  registered  dental  hy¬ 
gienist.  In  conjunction  with  the 
Central  Mass  Mosquito  Program, 
the  Board  conducts  mosquito 
spraying  during  the  summer  months. 

The  Board  has  extended  its  con¬ 
tract  for  rubbish  removal  with 


Browning-Ferris  Industries  of  Hol- 
liston,  for  another  year  at  the  same 
rate.  This  contract  will  expire  on 
June  30,  1991.  The  Board  is  work¬ 
ing  to  reduce  the  tonnage  of  trash 
in  order  to  reduce  costs  and  avoid 
users  fees.  At  the  present  time  we 
have  instituted  a  voluntary  recy¬ 
cling  program  at  the  Transfer  Faci¬ 
lity.  Containers  have  been  placed 
there  for  paper  and  cardboard,  and 
white,  brown  and  green  glass. 
During  the  past  year,  this  program 
has  been  voluntary,  but  the  Board 
plans  in  the  near  future  to  make 
this  mandatory.  The  Board  and 
Paul  Mazzuchelli,  Health  Officer, 
will  be  educating  the  citizens  as  to 
the  importance  of  recycling,  not 
only  environmentally,  but  also 
monetary  savings.  We  have  also 
been  looking  into  the  possibility  of 
a  recycling  facility  to  locate  in  Mil¬ 
ford.  If  this  is  successful,  the  Town 
could  realize  an  approximate  saving 
of  30%  to  40%  in  tonnage.  During 
this  past  year  the  Board  purchased 
a  wood  chipper  and  now  accepts 
brush  at  the  Transfer  Facility. 

As  to  future  plans,  the  Board  will 
be  expending  their  energy  into 
studying  and  capping  the  former 
landfill  on  Cedar  St.  We  have  been 
notified  that  Milford  has  one  of  the 
most  hazardous  sites  in  the  State. 
We  have  been  working  to  receive  a 
grant  to  aid  in  this  costly  work.  In 
July  of  1989,  the  State  notified  the 
Board  that  Milford  was  awarded  a 
$500,000.00  grant  for  this  purpose. 
The  Board  is  presently  conducting 
interviews  with  several  engineering 
firms  who  are  working  on  a  plan  to 
properly  cap  this  landfill.  The  study 
and  plan  has  an  approximate  cost 
of  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  and 
twenty  five  thousand  dollars.

The  department’s  general  main¬ 
tenance  work  continued  as  usual. 
Crews  patched  and  cleaned  basins, 
hottopped  various  locations,  swept 


streets  and  sidewalks,  repaired 
equipment,  cut  brush  along  the 
roadside,  cleaned  debris  from  road¬ 
sides  and  brooks,  repaired  walls  at 
various  locations  in  the  brooks, 
replaced  street  and  square  signs,  re¬ 
placed  traffic  signs  at  several  loca¬ 
tions,  painted  crosswalks  and  traffic 
lines  and  assisted  all  other  Town 
Departments  when  necessary.

Selectmen  appointed  Chairman 
Robert  M.  Andreola  to  serve  on  the 
Town  Hall  Rededication  Commit¬ 
tee.  The  Commissioners  prepared 
souvenir  booklets  commemorating 
the  event  with  most  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  attending  the  formal  ball  as 
a  group. 

The  November  1988  Open  House 
program  featured  a  presentation  by 
Commissioner  Connie  Buynicki  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Prospect 


Heights  to  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places  as  a  Historic 
District. 

Michael  Joel,  an  Eagle  Scout  can¬ 
didate,  volunteered  to  do  a  public 
service  project.  He  cleaned  the  old 
tombstones  at  Vernon  Grove  Ceme¬ 
tery  and  mapped  them  out  so  they 
can  be  easily  located. 

Commissioner  Robert  A.  Sami- 
agio  served  as  liaison  to  the  Cultural 
Committee  along  with  Commis¬ 
sioner  Marilyn  Lovell  who  represen¬ 
ted  the  Building  Re-use  Committee. 
The  Cultural  Committee  granted 
the  Historical  Commission  exclusive 
use  of  the  old  reference  room  for  a 
museum,  storage  space  on  the  third 
floor,  and  joint  use  of  the  main 
floor  for  business  meetings  and  pro¬ 
grams.  Artifacts,  display  cases, 
books,  maps,  and  photo  albums 
were  moved  into  the  reference 
room  for  permanent  display. 

Memorial  Hall  opened  its  doors 
as  a  Cultural  Center  April  9,  1989 
with  a  gala  event.  The  Commission 
featured  Civil  War  artifacts  in  recog¬ 
nition  of  the  fact  that  the  building 
was  erected  as  a  memorial  to  the 
Civil  War  veterans. 

The  Greenleaf  Garden  Club  invi¬ 
ted  the  Commission  to  set  up  a  dis¬ 
play  at  their  flower  show  in  the 
town  library  entitled  “Reflections 
of  Milford.”  We  received  honorable 
mention  for  our  exhibit  on  the 
granite,  shoe,  and  straw  industries. 

Eric  Pearson  of  the  Bergson  Ice 
Cream  store  borrowed  negatives  to 
reproduce  prints  for  decorating 
their  new  store.  In  appreciation  he 
made  a  donation  of  $50.00. 

Commissioner  Marguerite  Hayes 
donated  a  book  “It  Will  Take  A 
Lifetime”  written  by  Rev.  Francis 
Sweeney,  SJ.  formerly  of  Milford 
and  “The  Little  Engine  That 
Could”  written  by  Mabel  Bragg,  a 
local  author.  Commissioner  Pamela 
Fields  donated  a  large  piece  of  pink 
granite  with  Howard  Fafard’s  per¬ 
mission. 

The  November  1989  Open 
House,  held  in  Memorial  Hall,  fea¬ 
tured  the  Hopedale  Community 


House  Senior  Chorus  accompanied 
by  Lucille  Damon  on  the  piano 
and  Arthur  Floyd  on  the  banjo.  A 
film  “Hopedale:  Reflections  on 
the  Past”  concluded  the  program. 

The  Commission  meets  the 
first  Wednesday  of  every  month  in 
the  Memorial  Hall  Cultural  Center 
at  7  p.m.  The  museum  is  open  the 
second  Wednesday  of  each  month 
from  2  to  4  p.m. 

Presently,  Town  Hall,  Memor¬ 
ial  Hall,  Thom  Block,  and  the 
Gillon  Block  are  listed  on  the  Na¬ 
tional  Register  of  Historic  Places. 
The  General  Draper  monument,  in 
Draper  Park,  and  the  Prospect 
Heights  have  been  nominated  by 
the  Commission  to  the  National 
Registry.  The  State  Review  Board 
of  Historic  Places  is  currently 
reviewing  these  applications.  Com¬ 
missioner  Connie  Buynicki  pre¬ 
pared  the  Prospect  Heights  appli¬ 
cation  only  after  a  very  thorough 
investigation  of  its  history. 

Commissioner  Anne  Lamon- 
tagne  continues  to  oversee  the 
Brick  School  House  on  Purchase 
Street.  The  school  is  open  to  the 
public  periodically  and  shown  pri¬ 
vately  by  arrangement. 

MILFORD 
TOWN  LIBRARY 


The  Milford  Town  Library  con¬ 
tinued  to  experience  substantial 
growth  during  1989.  The  Library 
program  has  been  expanded  to 
reach  unserved  segments  of  the 
community,  and  with  the  help  of 
the  Friends  of  the  Library,  the 
Milford  Town  Library  was  also 
able  to  provide  a  variety  of  special 
programs  which  promote  books 
and  reading. 

The  Library  holds  a  total  of 
63,841  circulating  and  reference 
items.  That  number  includes 
39,702  adult  hardcover  and  paper¬ 
back  volumes  and  14,723  chil¬ 
dren’s  volumes.  The  Library  holds 
1,774  records,  cassettes,  videos. 
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compact  disks  and  books  with  cas¬ 
settes.  Other  holdings  include  153 
toys,  1,559  reference  books,  200 
periodical  subscriptions  and  30 
special  project  items. 

Library  user  rates  have  shown  a 
sharp  increase  over  the  last  fiscal 
year.  We  currently  have  16,914 
registered  borrowers.  A  total  of 
213,103  people  visited  the  Library 
in  calendar  and  fiscal  year  1989, 
and  262,269  items  were  checked 
out.  The  Library  collected  $18,995 
in  fines— a  substantial  increase  over 
last  year  was  returned  to  the 
general  fund. 

The  meeting  rooms  were  used 
378  times  by  outside  organizations, 
while  library  quiet  rooms  enjoyed 
4,759  users,  and  the  Milford  Room 
had  376  users. 

Information  and  Adult  Services 
answered  31,472  reference  ques¬ 
tions,  and  Children’s  Services  an¬ 
swered  20,779  questions. 

Approximately  360  people  par¬ 
ticipated  in  programs  sponsored  by 
Information  and  Adult  Services. 
Some  of  the  new  informational  pro¬ 
grams  of  interest  were  Ukranian 
Easter  Egg  Design,  Birds  of  Prey, 
Handwriting  Analysis,  and  Family 
History  Research.  Reference  Libra¬ 
rians  presented  a  teacher  orienta¬ 
tion  to  the  Library  for  Milford  Pub¬ 
lic  School  teachers,  grades  six 
through  twelve. 

Young  Adults  programs  were 
attended  by  1912  teens.  A  Lip 
Sync  contest,  rock  concerts  and  the 
Halloween  Haunted  House  were 
among  the  favorites.  Young  Adult 
Librarians,  Irene  Bonrad  and  Beth 
Chase  presented  booktalks  and 
library  instruction  programs  to 
school  children  grades  six  through 
eight  throughout  the  year. 

Children’s  programs  and  tours 
were  attended  by  11,985  children 
during  this  period.  The  traditional 
story  times.  Little  Listeners,  and 
Bringing  Books  Alive  programs 
were  presented  along  with  special 
programs  such  as  Suspenders,  a 
juggling  group,  a  magic  show  and 
several  holiday  programs. 


Children’s  librarians  provided 
special  outreach  services  to  public 
schools,  nursery  schools  and  in- 
home  daycare  providers. 

The  Library  was  able  to  extend 
library  services  to  members  of  the 
Hispanic  and  Portuguese  communi¬ 
ties  of  Milford.  With  the  help  of 
the  Library  Services  and  Construc¬ 
tion  Act  federal  grant  program, 
foreign  language  books,  magazines, 
videos  and  cassette  tapes  were  pur¬ 
chased.  Cassette  tapes  that  help 
people  learn  English  were  also 
added  to  the  collection. 

Several  cultural  and  bi-lingual 
programs  such  as  exhibits  and  lec¬ 
tures  were  arranged  by  Informa¬ 
tion  Specialist,  Carla  Talvy  and 
Salazar  Da  Costa,  bi-lingual  coor¬ 
dinator. 

The  Board  of  Library  Commis¬ 
sioners  in  Boston  granted  state 
competitive  grant  money  for  the 
development  of  the  adult  non-fic¬ 
tion  book  collection. 

Reference  Librarian  Jim  Minot 
coordinated  an  outreach  service 
which  provides  book  delivery  to 
homebound  readers. 

New  staff  members  were  hired 
to  fill  vacancies  created  by  the 
resignation  of  Barbara  Pryor  and 
Kevin  Kellet.  Elaine  Malloy  accep¬ 
ted  the  position  of  assistant  chil¬ 
dren’s  librarian  and  Bernie  Tessicin- 
ni  is  our  new  Junior  Maintenance 
Custodian.  Beth  Case  was  hired  as 
Young  Adult  Librarian  when  Irene 
Conrad  was  transferred  to  Assistant 
Children’s  Librarian.  Margaret  Ross- 
setti  resigned  her  position  as 
Director  of  Library  Services  in 
November  and  was  replaced  by 
Ronald  Latham  who  completed  the 
last  two  weeks  of  the  year. 

The  Greenleaf  Garden  Club  of 
Milford  planted  spectacular  spring 
and  summer  gardens  in  Hill  Park 
and  displayed  their  standard  June 
flower  show  in  the  Library.  The 
Ridgewood  Women’s  Club  of 
Milford  sponsored  the  Higgins 
Armory  program  entitled  “Road  to 
the  Renaissance.” 

The  Friends  of  the  Milford  Town 


Library  expanded  their  member¬ 
ship  to  thirty-five.  Active  Friends 
members  accepted  the  following 
offices,  Judith  Weaver,  president, 
Mary  Frances  Best,  vice  president, 
Elia  Tosches,  secretary;  Grace 
Peterson,  treasurer.  Dan  Whitney, 
Barbara  Garrity  and  Maria  O’Regan 
are  members-at-large.  This  year  the 
Friends  purchased  two  new 
museum  passes  to  the  New  England 
Science  Center  in  Worcester  and  the 
Worcester  Fine  Arts  Museum.  The 
Friends  also  initiated  an  outreach 
program  to  Milford-Whitinsville 
Hospital  entitled  “My  Bear-y  First 
Book.” 

In  FY90,  the  Library  hopes  to 
complete  the  American  Library 
Association  five-year  planning  pro¬ 
cess.  As  part  of  the  Western/Central 
Region  LSCA  project,  Milford  will 
be  able  to  expand  reference  services 
through  the  use  of  CD-ROM  data 
bases.  Even  though  certain  aspects 
of  library  service  will  be  effected  by 
budgetary  cutbacks  in  FY90,  the 
Milford  Town  Library  is  committed 
to  providing  the  best  possible  pub¬ 
lic  library  service. 

The  Library  Building  Committee 
formally  dissolved  at  their  final 
meeting  on  July  12,  1989.  The 
Board  of  Library  Trustees  would 
like  to  express  their  deepest  grati¬ 
tude  to  past  and  recent  members  of 
the  Library  Building  Committee  for 
their  hard  work  and  continuous 
dedication  to  the  Library  building 
project. 

The  Board  of  Library  Trustees, 
Staff  and  Friends  of  the  Milford 
Town  Library  would  again  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
people  of  Milford  for  their  conti¬ 
nued  support  of  the  Library.

The  Off-Street  Parking  Commis¬ 
sion  is  charged  with  the  responsibi¬ 
lity  of  fostering  the  provision  of 
off-street  parking  facilities,  and 
maintaining  those  facilities. 

In  September,  1989,  the  Com¬ 
mission  was  re-organized.  Since  that 
time,  the  Commission  has  initiated 
efforts  to  formalize  procedures  and 
comply  with  the  recommendations 
and  requirements  of  an  indepen¬ 
dent  auditor.  These  changes  include; 

—  depositing  all  funds  and  reve¬ 
nues  directly  to  the  municipal 
accounts 

—  developing  budgets  for  both 
operating  and  capital  expenses 

—  hiring  personnel  via  proce¬ 
dures  outlined  in  the  Person¬ 
nel  By-Laws  and  the  Wage  and 
Salary  Administration  Plan 

Additionally,  the  Commission 
has  conducted  a  survey  of  the 
downtown  business  community 
regarding  their  use  of  the  lots. 

Meetings  of  the  Commission  are 
held  in  Town  Hall  and  are  posted 
with  the  Town  Clerk.  Questions 
concerning  the  parking  lots  or  the 
use  thereof  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Charirman,  in  care  of  Town 
Hall.

PLANNING  AND 
ENGINEERING 


The  Office  of  Planning  and 
Engineering  consists  of  the  Town 
Engineer  and  Town  Planner  who 
serve  as  consultants  to  all  Town 
Departments  with  primary  respon¬ 
sibility  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Planning  Board  and  Conservation 
Commission, 

The  primary  function  of  the 
department  is  to  review  new  resi¬ 


dential,  commercial  and  industrial 
development  plans  and  make 
recommendations  regarding  these 
plans  to  the  various  Boards  and 
Commissions. 

The  department  is  also  respon¬ 
sible  for  obtaining  grants  from 
State  and  Federal  Agencies  and 
developer  impact  mitigation  com¬ 
mitments  to  upgrade  the  infrastruc¬ 
ture  and  minimize  impacts  of  the 
various  developments. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  been  instrumental  in  de¬ 
veloping  a  new  zoning  by-law  for 
Congregate  Retirement  Living 
Facilities,  producing  an  updated 
Zoning  Map  and  organizing  the 
second  annual  Downtown  Festival 
in  conjunction  with  the  revitaliza¬ 
tion  of  the  Downtown  Business 
District.

The  Department’s  responsibilities 
include  maintenance  of  all  school 
grounds,  eighteen  town  parks  and 
fields,  maintain  off-street  parking 
lots,  and  operating  town  pool. 

The  facilities  maintained  and 
managed  by  the  park  department 
were  enjoyed  by  many  organiza¬ 
tions  including  High  School  athletic 
teams,  youth  soccer,  various  base¬ 
ball  leagues  from  T-Ball  to  Ameri¬ 
can  Leagion,  Pony  League  Football, 
and  summer  basketball  leagues. 

Once  again,  the  town  pool  repre¬ 
sented  a  popular  spot  for  young 
and  old.  A  user-fee  program  was 
successfully  implemented  with 
revenues  directed  towards  a  revolv¬ 
ing  account. 

In  light  of  Milford’s  budgetory 
situation,  the  parks  department  has 
actively  sought  donations  of  money 
or  services.  We  wish  to  thank  the 
following  for  their  time  and  gifts:

PERSONNEL  BOARD 


The  Personnel  Board  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  setting  Wage  and  Salary 
levels  of  any  new  employee  and  the 
classification  of  any  person  seeking 
employment  in  the  Town  of 
Milford. 

The  Board  also  reviews  salaries, 
salary  structures  and  job  descrip¬ 
tions  required  by  law.  The  Personnel 
Board  meets  approximately  twice 
a  month  and  more  often  when  pre¬ 
paring  Article  2  for  Town  Meeting. 

Salary  structures  are  prepared  by 
the  Personnel  Board,  under  Article 
2  of  the  annual  Town  Warrant, 
subject  to  Town  Meeting  approval. 


The  Board  meets  with  any  town 
employee  that  falls  under  its  juris¬ 
diction,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Department  Head.  The  Personnel 
Board  also  mails  information  to 
numerous  towns  requesting  salary 
and  job  descriptions  for  com¬ 
parison. 

The  Personnel  Board  is  constant¬ 
ly  upgrading  and  clarifying  ques¬ 
tions  pertaining  to  the  Town’s 
Personnel  by-laws. 

Presently  the  Board  is  operating 
under  the  guidelines  of  the  Olney 
study  which  Town  meeting  adopted. 
The  Board  is  consistenly  evaluating 
positions  and  changes  in  job  de¬ 
scriptions  required  by  law. 

PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  meets  regu¬ 
larly  on  the  first  and  third  Tues¬ 
day  of  each  month.  Special  meet¬ 
ings  are  scheduled  as  required  by 
the  volume  of  work  to  be  pro¬ 
cessed.  The  Board  meets  in  the 
Town  Hall  and  meetings  start  at 
7:00  p.m.  All  meetings  are  posted 
at  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  as 
required  by  law,  and  dates  and 
times  may  be  confirmed  by  consult¬ 
ing  the  meeting  notices  or  telephon¬ 
ing  the  Office  of  Planning  and  En¬ 
gineering  at  Town  Hall.

During  the  past  year,  your  com¬ 
missioners  have  been  negotiating 
with  private  industry  and  devel¬ 
opers  to  offset  some  of  the  costs 
the  above  referenced  projects. 
Through  a  cooperative  “team” 
effort,  the  work  on  the  Route  495 
pump  and  station  has  already  com¬ 
menced  and  the  Birch  Street  Pump 
has  already  been  ordered.  We  ex¬ 
pect  completion  of  these  pumps 
and  stations  by  the  fall  of  1990  or 
early  spring  of  1991.  This  coopera¬ 
tive  effort  between  The  Board  of 
Sewer  Commissioners  and  Private 
Enterprises  has  given  the  Town  of 
Milford  a  total  cost  savings  of 
$600,000.00  (the  total  cost  of 
these  projects  if  they  went  out  to 
public  bid  by  the  Town  of  Milford.) 

Specifications,  drawings,  and  bid 
preparation  has  already  begun  on 
the  South  Milford  Pump  Station, 
the  Charles  River  Interceptor,  and 
the  Charles  Street  Pump  Station. 
These  projects  are  components  of 
the  State  Funded  Facilities  Plan 
that  has  already  been  submitted  for 
funding  eligibility  by  your  Board  of 
Commissioners.

The 
Enterprise  Fund  is  only  one  of  the 
many  tools  that  we  are  employing 
in  order  to  generate  funds  in  an  in¬ 
terest  bearing  account  for  the 
Sewer  Department  to  offset  operat¬ 
ing  budgets,  bonded  indebtness, 
and  costs  of  projects.  The  Board  has 
rehabilitated  the  old  fee  structure 
for  permits,  sewer  extensions,  in- 
spectional  and  testing  requirements. 
These  new  fee  structures  reflect 
todays  financial  demands  instead  of 
mirroring  the  demand  of  twenty 
years  ago. 

At  present  your  Board  of  Sewer 
Commissioners  has  instituted  an 
Advanced  Testing  Program  to  meet 
the  new  requirements  of  Federal 
and  State  Agencies  as  regards  the 
testing  for  metals  and  pollutants  in 
our  water  supply  and  discharge. 
Our  Lab  (at  our  Wastewater  Treat¬ 
ment  plant)  will  be  equipped  to 
offer  these  types  of  testing  services 
to  private,  public,  and  municipal 
entities  that  surround  the  Town  of 
Milford.  We  intend  to  have  a  labora¬ 
tory  facility  whose  cost  of  opera¬ 
tion  can  be  offset  through  the  fees 
charged  for  testing  programs.  Our 
goal  is  self-sufficiency  at  our  Waste 
Water  Treatment  Plant. 

We  are  also  developing  a  compre¬ 
hensive  program  for  “composting” 
the  byproducts  of  our  processing 
plant  for  commercial  and  consumer 
uses.  If  this  program  becomes  eco¬ 
nomically  feasible  and  operational, 
the  profits  derived  will  be  used  to 
offset  the  cost  of  operating  this 
program. 

Your  Board  of  Sewer  Commis¬ 
sioners  will  continue  to  seek  alter¬ 
natives  for  financing  major  projects, 
develop,  devise,  or  rehabilitate  pro¬ 
grams  so  that  the  operating  budget 
of  the  Sewer  Department  will  have 
a  negative  impact  on  the  financial 
picture  of  the  town.

Your  Department  of  Veterans’ 
Services  has  been  providing  services 
and  benefits  to  veterans  and  to 
their  dependents  since  1861. 

From  the  date  of  that  commit¬ 
ment  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  that  insured  that  no 
individual  who  served  his  or  her 
state  and  nation  with  honor  during 
periods  of  war  or  other  conflicts 
would  not  be  “pauperized”  or 
forced  to  turn  to  public  welfare  for 
assistance.  The  Massachusetts  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Office  and  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  House  and  Senate  have  shown 
their  continued  concern  for  the 
welfare  of  the  veteran  and  his  or 
her  dependents  with  the  fullest  sup¬ 
port  of  one  of  the  most  comprehen¬ 
sive  programs  for  veterans  in  the 
country,  the  Office  of  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Veterans’  Services  and  the 
local  Department  of  Veterans’  Ser¬ 
vices. 

From  the  start  in  1861,  to  the 
date  in  1888,  when  the  Soldiers 
Relief  Law  was  enacted,  which 
gave  cities  and  towns  the  right  to 
support  honorably  discharged  vet¬ 
erans,  their  spouses,  widows  and 
minor  children,  to  that  date  in 


1945,  when  the  Office  of  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Veterans’  Services  was 
created  and  to  the  date  in  1946 
when  Chapter  115,  as  amended 
(Veterans’  Services)  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  General  Laws  was  reorganized 
to  form  the  basis  of  today’s  bene¬ 
fits  and  services  program,  the  vet¬ 
erans  within  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  have  not  been  for¬ 
gotten. 

With  Chapter  559,  Acts  of  1946, 
mandating  “municipal  and  district 
Departments  of  Veterans’  Services”, 
Veterans’  Agents  and  Directors  of 
Veterans’  Services  have  become  the 
first  individuals  that  an  ill,  disabled, 
indigent,  unemployed,  or  injured 
veteran  has  turned  to  for  assistance. 

Your  local  Veterans’  Agent  is 
committed  to  assist  our  needy  vet¬ 
erans  and  their  dependents,  with 
the  same  concern  and  compassion 
that  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Executive  Office  and  the 
Massachusetts  House  and  Senate 
had  when  aid  and  assistance  for 
our  veterans  was  first  created  in 
the  Commonwealth.  From  an  early 
start,  many  reforms  and  changes 
have  been  made  to  improve  the 
delivery  of  services.  Today,  with  the 
continued  support  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Executive  Office  and  the 
Massachusetts  House  and  Senate, 
your  Veterans’  Agent  is  meeting 
the  needs  of  our  former  service 
personnel. 

Your  Veterans’  Agent  adminis¬ 
ters  to  many  and  varied  entitlement 
programs  and  it  is  for  this  reason 
that  your  local  Department  of  Vet¬ 
erans’  Services  is  considered  a  ONE- 
STOP  CENTER.  In  addition  to  the 
duties  to  aid,  assist  and  advise,  as 
stated  in  Chapter  115,  Massachu¬ 
setts  General  Law,  your  Veterans’ 
Agent  counsels,  files  claims,  ex¬ 
plores  every  avenue  of  resources 
and  revenue  available.  The  veteran 
or  dependent  of  the  veteran  must 
be  motivated  to  realize  and  be 
aware  of  their  own  assets.  Where 
rehabilitation  may  be  required, 
proper  attention  is  given  to  that 
need,  with  all  being  done  in  a  man¬ 


ner  that  treats  the  veteran  or  his 
dependent  with  dignity  and  cour¬ 
tesy.  Our  services  to  veterans  and 
to  their  dependents  is  a  record  of 
which  we  are  proud. 

Among  the  many  and  varied 
duties  of  your  Veterans’  Agent  and 
Director  of  Veterans’  Services  are  as 
follows: 

Burial  Agent— under  regulations  es¬ 
tablished  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Veterans’  Services,  the  Veterans’ 
Agent  shall  cause  properly  to  be  in¬ 
terred  the  body  of  a  veteran  or 
adult  dependent  who  dies  without 
sufficient  means  to  defray  funeral 
expenses;  and  the  body  of  any  de¬ 
pendent  child  of  a  veteran  and  his 
wife,  or  his  widow,  be  without  suf¬ 
ficient  means  to  defray  funeral  ex¬ 
penses. 

Care  of  Veterans’  Graves— as  Vet¬ 
erans’  Graves  Officer,  your  Vet¬ 
erans’  Agent  shall  cause  every  vet¬ 
eran’s  grave  within  the  town  to  be 
suitably  cared  for.  Such  case  shall 
include  the  clearing  of  weeds  and 
other  unseemly  growth  from  said 
graves;  the  repairing,  replacement, 
and  general  upkeep  of  fences 
around  said  graves;  the  raising  and 
repairing  of  sunken  grave  stones 
markers  and  other  similar  services 
that  may  be  necessary  to  restore 
and  maintain  such  graves  and  their 
surroundings  in  an  orderly  fashion. 
He  shall  cause  to  be  placed  on  such 
veteran’s  grave  a  flag  of  the  United 
States  on  every  Memorial  Day. 

PTSD— Post  Traumatic  Stress  Dis¬ 
order-assisting  veterans  affected 
from  this  disorder. 

Homeless  Identification— assisting 
the  homeless  veteran  is  a  major  con¬ 
cern  today— we  are  attempting  to 
provide  assistance  with  housing 
problems  as  well  as  providing  assist¬ 
ance  to  prevent  evictions,  which 
would  result  in  having  additional 
veterans  and  their  families  homeless. 

Agent  Orange  Program— assisting 
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veterans  who  may  be  afflicted  with 
this  problem. 

Former  Prisoners  of  War  Program- 
assisting  former  POW’s  in  ascertain¬ 
ing  that  they  receive  their  maxi¬ 
mum  benefits. 

Other  varied  entitlements  that 
your  Director  for  Veterans’  Services 
must  be  knowledgeable  about  in 
order  that  he  may  properly  assist 
veterans  and  their  dependents:

Milford’s  historic  Memorial  Hall  to 
be  used  as  a  center  for  the  arts, 
humanities  and  culture  in  the  i 
greater  Milford  area.  The  Cultural 
Committee  has  allowed  various 
parts  of  the  building  to  be  used  by  . 
many  Milford  based  organizations. 

The  Milford  Historical  Commis¬ 
sion  maintains  a  museum  in  the 
building  and  has  hosted  several 
events  open  to  the  public.  The  Vet-  j 
erans  Organizations  maintain  a  { 
room  on  the  second  floor  of  Me-  | 
morial  Hall.  The  Milford  Auxiliary  i 
Police  have  an  office  in  the  base¬ 
ment  and  in  May  of  1989,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  approved  the  donation  of 
office  space  to  the  Office  of  Chil-  ' 
dren,  a  state  referral  and  advocacy  i 
team  serving  the  Blackstone  Valley  i 
area.  Space  was  allocated  in  the  : 
basement  from  July  1,  1989  until 
June  30,  1990. 
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Finally,  members  of  the  Me¬ 
morial  Hall  Cultural  Center  Com¬ 
mittee  formed  the  Memorial  Hall 
Cultural  Center,  Inc.  The  Center, 
Inc.,  a  private  not-for-profit,  cur¬ 
rently  employs  a  part-time  execu¬ 
tive  director.  The  Center,  Inc.  has 
sponsored  a  variety  of  cultural  pro¬ 
grams  in  the  building.  Events  have 
ranged  from  an  arts  festival  to 
programming  for  both  children  and 
adults.  A  Folk  Music  series  has  been 
highly  successful  and  jazz  and 
classical  chamber  music  will  soon 
be  offered.  In  addition  to  the  pro¬ 
grams  sponsored  by  the  Center, 
Inc.,  many  Milford  organizations 
such  as  the  Milford  Artist’s  Guild, 
the  Milford  Arts  Lottery  and  the 
Milford  Sympony  use  the  building 
regularly  for  meetings,  demonstra¬ 
tions  and  workshops. 

The  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Center,  Inc.  meet 
Wednesdays  of  the  month.  Interes¬ 
ted  residents  are  always  welcomed.

METROPOLITAN  AREA 
PLANNING  COUNCIL 


With  the  support  of  Milford  and 
100  other  communities  in  the 
region,  the  Metropolitan  Area  Plan¬ 
ning  Council  was  able  to  continue 
to  provide  planning  services,  infor¬ 
mation  and  advice  for  regional  com¬ 
munities  during  1989. 

Throughout  the  year,  MAPC  con¬ 
centrated  on  refining  MetroPlan 
2000,  the  regional  growth  plan 
adopted  in  principle  by  representa¬ 
tives  at  the  1989  annual  meeting  in 
May.  The  regional  development 
framework  will  aid  communities  in 
designating  potential  growth  areas 
based  on  the  availability  of  infra¬ 
structure,  and  in  designating  areas 
where  growth  should  be  discour¬ 
aged. 

With  a  regional  plan,  growth  can 
be  directed  so  that  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  issues  are  addressed,  open  space 
and  environmentally  sensitive  areas 
are  protected,  and  transportation 
habits  that  contribute  to  traffic 
congestion  and  air  pollution  are 
changed. 

At  the  same  time,  planned 
growth  can  encourage  new  job 
opportunities  by  providing  inven- 
tives  for  growth  in  specific  areas.  In 
addition,  with  a  shortage  of  funds 
to  build  new  roads  or  maintain  old 
ones,  planned  growth  encourages 
the  best  use  of  limited  resources. 

In  fiscal  year  1989,  which  runs 
from  July  1,  1988  through  June 
30,  1989,  Milford  contributed 

$4,615  to  MAPC  for  regional  plan¬ 
ning  services. 

In  addition  to  MetroPlan  2000 
planning  efforts,  MAPC  staff  pro¬ 
duced  community  population  and 
employment  forecasts,  and  updated 
the  development  file  and  vacant 
sites  survey  for  each  community. 

Some  communities  also  took  ad¬ 
vantage  of  information  programs, 
and  met  with  MAPC  planners  to 
discuss  the  federal  Transportation 
Improvement  Program,  trip  reduc¬ 
tion  tools,  curb  controls,  and 


impact  fees.  In  Milford: 

•  The  new  officers  of  the  South- 
West  Advisory  Planning  Com¬ 
mittee  are:  Sherborn  selectman 
Grace  Shepard,  chairman;  Rick 
Brown,  vice-chairman,  Holliston; 
and  Martha  White,  second  vice 
chairman,  Milford. 

•  MAPC  is  working  with  SWAP  on 
transportation,  housing  and  im¬ 
pact  fee  issues.  Staff  previously 
assisted  the  subregion  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  a  strategic  planning 
grant  on  housing  and  water  re¬ 
sources. 

MAPC  appreciates  our  continued 
support.  In  the  coming  year,  we  are 
encouraged  to  engage  in  MetroPlan 
2000  planning  activities,  as  well  as 
to  utilize  the  planning  skills  and 
knowledge  available  from  MAPC 
staff.

—  obtaining  of  information  con¬ 
cerning  the  types  of  downtown 
businesses,  vacancy  rates,  rental 
fees,  etc. 
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—  grant  application  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Office  of  Communities  and 
Development  for  $528,592  for 
various  downtown  improvement 
projects 

BLACKSTONE  VALLEY 
VOCATIONAL  REGIONAL 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT 


During  the  1988-89  school  year 
the  school’s  dual  educational  pro¬ 
gram  provides  180  days  of  instruc¬ 
tion  for  809  students  in  grade  9 
through  grade  1 2. 

Dual  education  program  consti¬ 
tuted  a  structured  academic  cur¬ 
riculum  for  445  hours  and  special¬ 
ized  vocational-technical  prepara¬ 
tion  for  445  hours.  The  educa¬ 
tional  process  was  delivered  in  two- 
week  segments;  traditional  academ¬ 
ic  instruction  alternated  with  voca¬ 
tional-technical  education  through¬ 
out  the  year. 

Specialized  vocational-technical 
programs  offered  included:  Air 
Conditioning,  Auto  Body,  Auto 
Technology,  Computer  Information 
Processing,  Culinary  Arts,  Drafting, 
Electrical,  Electronics,  Graphic 
Arts,  Health  Services,  Machine 
Shop,  Metal  Fabrication,  Pain  & 
Decorating,  and  Plumbing. 

Traditional  academic  curriculum 
provided  sequenced  courses  in  Eng¬ 
lish,  mathematics,  science,  social 
studies,  business,  computer  literacy 
and  physical  education  appropriate 
for  each  grade  level  and  in  consid¬ 
eration  of  individual  differences 
and  interests. 

Special  education  services  were 
provided  for  171  students  in  ac¬ 
cordance  to  needs  identified  in  each 
student’s  individual  education  plan. 

Evening  Adult  Education  pro¬ 
grams  were  conducted  in  the  fall 
and  spring  semesters.  Programs 
served  a  total  of  303  adults  who 
sought  competency  development  in 
vocational-technical  areas  (Carpen¬ 
try,  Auto  Body,  Basic  Electrical, 
Machine  Shop,  Computers,  Basic 


Electronics,  Welding,  Computer 
Aided  Design)  or  personal  fulfill¬ 
ment  in  other  areas  of  interest 
(Aerobics,  Word  Processing,  Quilt¬ 
ing,  Interior  Decorating,  Typing, 
Stained  Glass).  Programs  were  self- 
supported  by  participants  who  paid 
established  fees  for  instruction  and 
training.

Section  25.  Regulation  of  Newsracks 

A.  Legislative  Declaration. 


The  unregulated  installation,  use  or  maintenance  of  newsracks  in  public  streets  and  private 
streets  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access  will  result  in  the  obstruction  of  sidewalks  that  will 
interfere  with  the  public’s  right  to  unhampered  passage  thereon,  will  create  traffic  congestion  or 
illegal  parking  or  stopping  by  motorists  in  order  to  purchase  newspapers,  will  damage  municipal 
property  because  of  the  chaining  of  newsracks  to  poles,  traffic  standards  or  other  fixtures,  will 
interfere  with  the  performance  of  required  municipal  services,  will  create  unsightly  conditions  and 
wUl  endanger  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Milford. 

B.  Word  Usage;  Definitions. 

1.  When  not  inconsistent  with  the  context,  words  used  in  the  present  tense  include  the 
future;  words  in  the  plural  include  the  singular;  and  words  in  the  singulEu:  include  the  plural. 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  meanings 
given  herein. 

DISTRIBUTOR  —  Any  person  responsible  for  the  installation,  use  or  maintenance  of  a 
newsrack  in  a  public  street. 

NEWSRACK  --  Any  self-service  or  coin-operated  box,  container,  storage  unit  or  other 
dispenser  installed,  used  or  maintained  for  the  display  and  sale  of  newspapers,  periodicals  or 
other  printed  matter. 

ROADWAY  —  That  portion  of  a  highway,  street  or  way  improved,  designed  or  ordinarily 
used  for  vehicular  travel,  exclusive  of  the  berm  or  shoulder. 

SIDEWALK  —  That  portion  of  a  street  between  the  curblnen  or  lateral  lines  of  a  road¬ 
way  and  the  adjacent  property  lines,  intended  for  use  by  pedestrians,  including  any  grass  or 
unpaved  strip  between  the  roadway  and  the  said  portion  intended  for  use  by  pedestrians. 

STREET  The  entire  width  between  the  boundary  lines  of  every  way  publicly  main¬ 
tained  and  private  way  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access  when  any  part  thereof  is 
open  to  the  use  of  the  public  or  purposes  of  vehicular  travel,  and  it  includes  any  alley  or 
public  grounds  in  the  Town  of  Milford. 

C.  Permits  Required;  Requirements. 

1.  No  person,  firm,  corporation  or  other  entity  shall  install,  use  or  maintain  any  newsrack 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit  therefor  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

2.  No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  until  after  receipt  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  a  written 
application  therefor  made  on  forms  provided  by  the  Selectmen  and  signed  by  the  applicant  of  his 
authorized  representative. 

3.  No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  until  after  the  applicant  has  filed  with  the  Town  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  insurance  in  the  amount  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  ($100,000.00)  Dollars  conditioned 
substantially  that  the  applicant  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Town  of  Milford  and  its

officers  from  all  suits  and  actions  of  every  kind  brought  against  said  Town  and  its  officers  for  or 
on  account  of  any  injuries  or  damages  received  or  sustained  by  any  person  or  damages  suffered  by 
the  Town  in  consequence  of,  or  resulting  from,  the  installation,  use  or  maintenance  of  each  such 
device,  or  the  failure  of  any  applicant  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Section  25  of  Article 
13  of  the  Town’s  By-Laws. 

4,  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  newsrack  unless  all  requirements  of  this  Section  25  of 
Article  13  as  well  as  all  other  applicable  provisions  of  the  Town’s  By-Laws  are  fully  met  by  the 
proposed  device  and  its  location.  Any  issued  permit  may  be  revoked  by  the  Selectmen  upon  their 
determination  that  the  device  to  which  it  applies  as  installed  or  maintained  violates  any  provisions 
of  the  Town’s  By-Laws. 

5.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  any  applicant  from  any  obligations 
or  liabilities  to  the  Town  of  Milford. 

D.  Prohibitions,  Standards. 


1.  No  person  shall  install,  use  or  maintain  any  newsrack  which  projects  onto,  into  or  over 
any  part  of  the  roadway  of  any  public  street. 

2.  No  person  shall  install,  use  or  maintain  any  newsrack  which  in  whole  or  in  part  rests  upon, 
in  or  over  any  sidewalk  or  other  public  place  when  such  installation,  use  or  maintenance  endangers 
the  safety  of  persons  or  property  or  when  such  site  or  location  is  used  for  public  utility  purposes, 
public  transportation  purposes  or  government  use  or  when  such  newsrack  unreasonably  interferes 
with  or  impedes  the  flow  of  pedestrian  or  vehicular  traffic,  sidewalk  or  street  cleaning  and/or  snow 
removal,  the  ingress  into  or  egress  from  any  residence,  place  of  business  or  any  legally  parked  or 
stopped  vehicle  or  the  use  of  poles,  posts,  traffic  signs  or  signals,  hydrants,  madlboxes  or  other 
objects  permitted  at  or  near  said  location. 

3.  Any  newsrack  which  in  whole  or  in  part  rests  upon,  in  or  over  any  sidewalk  or  other 
public  place  shall  comply  with  the  following  standards: 

(a)  No  newsrack  shall  exceed  four  (4)  feet  in  height,  thirty  (30)  inches  in  width  or  two  (2) 
feet  in  depth. 

(b)  No  newsrack  shall  be  chained,  bolted  or  otherwise  attached  to  any  property  owned  or 
maintained  by  the  Town  of  Milford,  except  that  it  may  be  bolted  to  a  sidewalk,  in  which 
case,  upon  its  removal,  the  Distributor  shall  restore  the  sidewalk  to  its  condition  prior 
to  such  installation. 

(c)  No  newsrack  shall  be  placed,  installed,  used  or  maintained: 

(i)  within  three  (3)  feet  of  any  crosswalk. 

(ii)  within  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  any  fire  hydrant. 

(hi)  within  five  (5)  feet  of  any  fire  or  pohce  call  box  or  other  emergency  facility. 

(iv)  within  five  (5)  feet  of  any  driveway,  public  or  private. 

(v)  within  three  (3)  feet  ahead  or  fifteen  feet  to  the  rear  of  any  designated  bus  stop, 
taxi  stand  or  place  marked  for  handicapped  parking. 

(vi)  at  any  location  whereby  the  clear  space  for  the  passageway  of  pedestrians  is 
reduced  to  less  than  four  (4)  feet. 
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(vii)  within  three  (3)  feet  of  any  display  window  of  any  building  abutting  the  sidewalk 
or  other  public  place  in  such  a  manner  as  to  impede  or  interfere  with  the  reason¬ 
able  use  of  such  window  for  display  purposes, 

(viii)  no  newsrack  shall  be  used  for  advertising  signs  or  publicity  purposes  other  than 
that  which  is  essential  to  identify  on  no  more  than  two  (2)  sides  of  the  newsrack, 
the  newspaper,  periodical  or  other  printed  matter  offered  for  sale  therein.  Ad¬ 
vertising  signs,  promotional  decorations,  banners  and  moving  signs  shall  not  be 
permitted  on  the  newsrack,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  subsection. 

(ix)  each  newsrack  shall  be  maintained  in  a  clean  and  neat  condition  and  in  good  re¬ 
pair  at  all  times,  and  it  shall  be  of  one  (1)  color  that  does  not  unnecessarily  con¬ 
trast  with  the  immediate  surroundings  except  that  the  lettering  permitted  in 
Subsection  3  (c)  (ix)  and  (x)  of  this  section  may  contrast  with  such  one  (1)  color. 
Neither  such  one  (1)  color  nor  any  of  the  permitted  lettering  shall  emply  re- 
flectorized  paint,  day-glo,  fluorescent  or  scotchlite  reflective  materials  or  ma¬ 
terials  of  like  nature. 

(x)  every  person  who  places  or  maintains  a  newsrack  on  the  streets  of  the  Town  of 
Milford  shall  have  his  name,  address  and  telephone  number  affixed  thereto  in  a 
place  where  such  information  may  easily  be  seen. 

E.  Applicability;  Time  Limit  for  Compliance. 

The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  apply  to  existing  newsracks  within  the  Town  of  Milford, 
except  that  the  distributors  thereof  shall  have  thirty  (30)  days  within  which  to  comply  with  the 
said  provisions  or  within  such  additioncil  time  as  may  be  allowed  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

1.  If  any  distributor  violates  any  provisions  of  this  Article,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  to  determine  whether  or  not  such  a  violation  has  occurred  and  thereafter  to  notify  the  dis¬ 
tributor  to  correct  the  violation  within  five  (5)  days  thereafter.  Such  notification  and  direction 
shall  be  in  writing,  it  shall  specify  the  nature  of  the  violation  and  whether  or  not  it  warrants  re¬ 
moval  of  the  newsrack  if  not  corrected  within  five  (5)  days,  and  it  shall  direct  correction,  it  shall 
be  served  upon  the  distributor  in  the  same  manner  as  a  summons;  or  it  shall  be  telephoned  to  the 
distributor  at  the  telephone  number  designated  by  the  distributor  as  provided  in  D  3  (c)  (xi) 
above  and  confirmed  in  a  written  notice,  mailed  by  certified  mail  with  return  receipt  requested  to 
the  address  designated  by  the  distributor  as  provided  in  D  3  (c)  (x)  above.  During  such  five-day 
period,  the  distributor  shall  have  a  right  to  a  hearing  before  the  Chief  of  Police  or  his  duly  desig¬ 
nated  representative  to  determine  whether  or  not  such  violation  warrants  removal  prior  to  final  de¬ 
termination.  At  such  hearing  the  distributor  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  the  evidence  upon 
which  the  Chief  of  Police  acted,  to  cross-examine  any  witnesses  who  may  have  appeared  before 
him  and  to  offer  any  evidence  which  may  tend  to  show  that  the  subject  newsrack  does  not  violate 
any  provisions  of  this  Article  and  that  the  claimed  violation  is  not  of  a  nature  which  warrants  re¬ 
moval  prior  to  final  determination.  The  hearing  officer  shall  promptly  review  such  evidence,  notify 
the  distributor  of  his  decision  with  respect  thereto,  and  if  necessary,  afford  the  distributor  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  comply  with  such  determination. 

2.  If  said  violation  is  not  corrected  within  such  five-day  period  or  such  further  reasonable 
period  as  may  be  contained  in  a  superseding  notice  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  shall  be  directed  by  the  Chief  of  Police  to  remove  such  newsrack  and  place  it  in  storage  in  a 
secure  place.  The  cost  of  removal  and  storage  shall  be  billed  to  the  distributor,  and  in  the  event 
of  non-payment,  a  civil  suit  for  money  damages  may  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  Town. 

3.  If  such  newsrack  is  not  claimed  within  thirty  (30)  days,  it  shall  be  treated  as  abandoned 
property  and  disposed  of  as  provided  by  law. 
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4.  Any  distributor  who,  having  been  notified  and  directed  as  provided  herein  to  correct  a 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Article,  fails  to  correct  such  violation  as  provided  in  such  notice 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $200.00  for  each  viola¬ 
tion,  each  day  of  continuing  violation  to  be  considered  a  separate  offense. 

5.  Any  distributor  or  other  person  aggrieved  by  a  finding,  determination,  notice,  or  action 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  An  appeal 
shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  it  must  be  filed  within  three  (3)  days  after  the  receipt  of  a  written 
notice  of  any  protested  decision  or  action  with  the  Office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  a  letter 
of  appeal  briefly  stating  therein  the  basis  for  such  appeal.  A  hearing  thereon  shall  be  scheduled 
to  be  held  on  a  date  no  more  than  fifteen  (15)  days  after  receipt  of  such  letter.  The  appellant  shall 
be  given  at  least  five  (5)  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  give  the  appellant  or  any  other  interested  person  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard  in 
order  to  show  cause  why  the  determination  at  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  is  practicable.  In  the  event  that  a  distributor  is  successful  in  reversing  a  determination  that  the 
claimed  violation  was  of  a  nature  which  warranted  removal  pending  a  final  determination,  no  fee 
shall  be  imposed  for  the  removal  and  storage  of  the  newsrack  which  was  the  subject  of  the  appeal, 
and  failure  to  comply  with  such  determination  shall  not  serve  as  a  basis  for  prosecution  under 
Subsection  4  of  this  section. 

6.  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  interpreted  to  limit  or  impair  the  exercise  by 
the  Town  of  Milford  of  its  police  power  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  to  remove  any  newsrack 
which  presents  a  clear  and  present  danger  of  imminent  personal  injury  or  property  damage  to  users 
of  the  public  streets  of  this  Town. 

F.  Severability. 

In  the  event  that  any  provisions  of  this  Section  15  of  Article  13  of  the  Town’s  By-Laws  shall 
be  held  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provision  thereof. 

(Board  of  Selectmen)

BALLOT  QUESTIONS 

QUESTION  1  —  Referendum  Petition  on  an  existing  Law 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  May  20,  1987,  by  a  vote  of  93-58,  and  approved  by  the  Senate  on 
May  20,  1987,  by  a  vote  of  31-8? 

SUMMARY 

The  law  provides  a  salary  increase,  effective  January  7,  1987,  for  the  members  of  the 
legislature  and  certain  constitutional  officers  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Beginning  at  a  base  salary  of  $30,000,  each  member  of  the  legislature  will  receive  a 
salary  increase  under  the  law  equal  to  the  compounded  percentage  increase  in  the 
salaries  of  full  time  state  employees  who  are  subject  to  collective  bargaining  agreements 
between  the  Commonwealth  and  the  ALLIANCE,  AFSCME  -  SEIU  AFL-CIO  in  effect 
between  January  5,  1983  and  January  7,  1987.  Thereafter  the  salaries  of  each  member 
of  the  legislature  will  be  increased  by  the  same  percentages  as  the  salaries  of  full  time 
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state  employees  subject  to  the  collective  bargaining  agreements. 

The  law  futher  provides  that  members  of  the  legislature  holding  leadership  positions 
and  committee  chairmanships  will  receive  an  annual  sum  in  addition  to  their  salary.  This 
additional  amount  will  vary  from  $7,500  to  $35,000  depending  upon  the  particular 
position  the  member  holds. 

The  law  also  increases  the  salaries  of  certain  constitutional  officers.  Under  the  law 
the  salary  of  the  governor  is  set  at  $85,000,  the  salaries  of  the  lieutenant  governor,  state 
secretary,  state  treasurer  and  the  state  auditor  are  set  at  $70,000;  and  the  salary  of  the 
attorney  general  is  set  at  $75,000. 

Any  individual  may  waive  his  or  her  salary  increase  under  this  law.  Any  amount  so 
waived  shall  not  be  deemed  regular  compensation  for  the  purposes  of  computing  any 
such  person’s  benefits  and  shall  be  exempt  from  state  taxation.

QUESTION  2  —  Law  proposed  by  initiative  petition 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was  disapproved  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  May  3,  1988,  by  a  vote  of  24-123,  and  on  which  no  vote  was  taken 
by  the  Senate  before  May  4, 1988? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  repeal  state  law  requiring  that  the  wages,  including  pay¬ 
ments  to  health  and  welfare  plans,  paid  to  persons  employed  in  the  construction  of 
public  works  be  no  less  than  the  wages  paid  locally  under  existing  collective  bargaining 
agreements  and  understandings,  or  by  the  municipality,  for  the  same  kind  of  work. 
Under  the  proposed  law,  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industries  would  no  longer 
set  wage  rates  for  such  work  or  classify  jobs. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  remove  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industries’ 
authority  to  set  the  wage  rates  of  employees  of  contractors  who  move  office  furniture 
and  fixtures  for  the  state  or  a  county,  city,  town  or  district,  and  remove  the  Commis¬ 
sioner’s  authority  to  set  the  wage  rates  of  operators  of  vehicles  and  other  equipment 
engaged  in  public  works. 

The  proposed  law  would  not  change  the  way  wages  are  set  for  laborers  employed  by 
the  state  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission.

QUESTION  3  —  Law  proposed  by  initiative  petition 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was  disapproved  by  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  May  2,  1988,  by  a  vote  of  2-150,  and  disapproved  by  the  Senate  on 
May  3,  1988,  by  a  vote  of  0-34? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  require  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Food  and 
Agriculture  to  issue  regulations  to  ensure  that  farm  animals  are  maintained  in  good 
health  and  that  cruel  or  inhumane  practices  are  not  used  in  the  raising,  handling  or

transportation  of  farm  animals. 

The  Commissioner  would  issue  regulations,  effective  within  four  years  after  passage 
of  the  proposed  law,  about  the  surgical  procedures  used  on  farm  animals,  the  transporta¬ 
tion  and  slaughter  of  farm  animals,  and  the  diet  and  housing  of  those  animals.  The 
Director  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Health  could  issue  exemption  permits  for  a  period  of 
time  up  to  one  year  and  one  half  to  any  feirmer. 

Under  the  proposed  measure,  an  unpaid  Scientific  Advisory  Board  on  Farm  Animal 
Welfare  comprised  of  veterinarians  and  animal  scientists  would  also  be  established  within 
the  Depeirtment  of  Food  and  Agriculture.  The  Board  would  examine  animal  agricultural 
practices,  issue  for  publication  certain  reports  on  farm  practices,  and  make  non-binding 
recommendations  to  the  Commissioner  about  specific  regulations.  If  appropriated  by 
the  legislature,  the  Board  may  allocate  an  annual  sum  of  not  more  than  ten  cents  per 
Massachusetts  citizen  to  assist  farmers  in  adopting  methods  which  are  consistent  with 
the  purposes  of  this  law. 

The  Director  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Health  would  be  responsible  for  enforcing 
regulations  issued  as  a  result  of  this  proposed  law.  Persons  who  violate  the  new  law 
would  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000.

QUESTION  5 

Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  entitled  “An  Act  providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  charter  for  Worcester 
County,”  be  accepted? 

SUMMARY 

Acceptance  of  this  Home  Rule  plan  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  Worcester  County 
will  create  a  new  form  of  county  government  under  which  Worcester  County  will  be 
governed  by  an  elected  seven  member  County  Council  and  an  appointed  County  Manager. 

The  members  of  the  County  Council  will  be  elected  for  four  year  terms  by  and  from 
the  voters  of  seven  districts  to  be  established  so  as  to  consist  of  as  nearly  an  equal  number 
of  people  per  district  as  possible.  The  legislative  powers  of  the  County  as  exercised  by 
resolution  or  ordinance  will  be  vested  in  the  Council.  The  Council  shall  elect  from  its  own 
number  a  chairperson  and  vice-chairperson.  Approval  authority  over  the  annual  operating 
and  capital  outlay  budgets  for  the  County  is  vested  in  the  County  Council.

The  County  Council  shall  appoint  a  County  Manager  for  an  indefinite  term  by  ma¬ 
jority  vote.  He  may  be  removed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Council  subject  to  due  notice 
and  opportunity  for  heairing.  The  manager  will  serve  as  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
County  at  a  salary  fixed  by  the  Council.  His  duties  and  responsibilities  will  include  the 
preparation  of  annual  operating  and  capital  outlay  budgets  for  submission  to  the  County 
Advisory  Board  and  County  Council,  supervision  of  the  care  and  custody  of  all  County 
property,  institutions  and  agencies,  negotiation  of  contracts  and  supervision  of  all  County 
administrative  departments. 

The  County  shall  have  authority  by  agreement  upon  the  request  of  any  unit  or  units 
of  local  government  to  provide  any  service,  activity  or  undertaking  which  such  govern¬ 
mental  unit  is  authorized  to  perform  for  itself. 

The  County  Treasurer,  Sheriff  and  Registers  of  Deeds  will  remain  elective  positions, 
retaining  general  charge  and  superintendence  over  their  respective  departments. 
Citizen  initiative,  referendum  and  recall  procedures  shall  be  available  to  voters  of  the 
County,  shall  be  available  to  the  voters  of  the  County.

PUBLIC  HEARING  REPORT 
AMENDMENTS  TO  ZONING  BY-LAW 

The  public  hearing  opened  at  10:10  P.M.  with  all  five  members  of  the  board  present.  Also  present 
were  Town  Planner  Martha  White  and  Town  Engineer  Michael  Santora.  No  interested  parties  attended. 
It  was  moved,  seconded  and  unanimously  voted  to  dispense  with  reading  of  the  notice. 

The  Town  Planner  reviewed  the  proposed  zoning  amendments.  In  subsection  3. 9. 1.4  (d),  the 
phrEise  “subject  to”  was  changed  to  the  word  “upon”;  the  words  “by  the  Building  Commissioner”  were 
added  after  the  word  “permit”;  and  the  last  word  was  changed  from  “regulation”  to  “by-law”. 

This  proposed  amendment  regulates  the  use  of  portable  signs. 

At  10:25  P.M.,  Mr.  Ciaramicoli  moved  to  close  the  public  hearing  and  transmit  a  FAVORABLE 
RECOMMENDATION  to  the  Town  Meeting,  seconded  by  Mr.  Griffith  —  unanimous  vote  of  all  five 
members.

Sign,  portable  —  Any  sign,  display  or  advertising  device  initially  designed  to  be  mobile  or  trans¬ 
portable  and  not  attached  permanently  to  a  foundation,  building  or  building  site. 

VOICE  VOTE  UNANIMOUS 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  design  and  construction  of  a  fire 
station  and  training  facility  on  Birch  Street  and  the  original  equipping  and  furnishing  of  same;  and 
authorize  the  Fire  Station  Building  Committee  to  contract  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  Town  and  do  all 
other  things  necessciry  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  foregoing  purpose;  and  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  designing,  constructing  and  originally  equipping  such  new  facilities 
and  determine  how  such  funds  shall  be  raised,  whether  by  taxation,  transfer  from  available  funds,  by 
borrowing  or  otherwise,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

Mr.  Brett  Donham  of  Donham  and  Sweeney,  Architects  of  Boston,  Massachusetts  was  recognized 
by  the  body  and  a  slide  presentation  was  given  of  the  proposed  Fire  Station  to  be  located  on  Birch 
Street.

MINORITY  REPORT 
MILFORD  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

RE:  March  13,  1989  Special  Town  Meeting,  Article  5 

Mr.  Moderator,  fellow  town  meeting  members,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  my  name  is  Jack  Hodgens  of 
4  Yale  Drive.  I  am  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  a  Town  Meeting  Member  in  Precinct  5. 

Pursuant  to  7.26  (“Dissents  can  be  mentioned,  if  the  dissenters  insist”)  and  8.05  (“If  the  commit¬ 
tee  is  spht,  if  the  town  is  also  split  and  if  the  matter  is  really  important,  a  member  of  the  minority 
should  speak  and  state  the  number  he  represents.”)  of  the  Massachusetts  Finance  Committee  Handbook 
and  my  obligation  as  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  I  feel  compelled  to  offer  you  a  minority 
opinion  in  opposition  to  the  Finance  Committee’s  favorable  recommendation.  I  was  among  3  Finance 
Committee  members  who  voted  against  a  favorable  recommendation  for  Article  5. 

Let  me  say  first  that,  I  do  support  the  construction  of  a  fire  station.  I  also  support  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  fire  station  on  Birch  Street.  However,  I  cannot,  in  good  conscience,  support  the  construction 
of  a  $3.35  million  dollar  fire  station  on  Birch  Street  for  three  (3)  reasons: 

1.  The  Fire  Station  Building  Committee’s  original  “Criteria”  defined  a  satellite  (or  substation)  as 
a  facility  with  “4-6  bays”  and  “crew  quarters  for  up  to  10  (persons)”.  “Criteria”,  Fire  Station  Building 
Committee  at  3.  The  design  proposed  in  Article  5  calls  for,  not  4-6  bays  —  but  10  bays,  and  not  crew 
quarters  for  10  persons  —  but  crew  quarters  for  20  persons. 
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2.  On  September  23,  1987  the  Special  Town  Meeting  Articles  were  discussed  at  the  Finance 
Committee  meeting,  A  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  represented  to  the  Finance  Committee  that 
“the  Birch  Street  site  is  not  going  to  be  the  main  station,  just  a  sub-station.”  Minutes,  Milford  Finance 
Committee,  September  23,  1987  at  2.  Article  One,  authorizing  the  purchase  of  the  Birch  Street  pro¬ 
perty,  received  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

3.  On  September  28,  1987  the  Town  Meeting  unanimously  approved  the  purchase  of  the  Birch 
Street  site.  In  pertinent  part,  Article  One  called; 

[t]o  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  purchase  .  .  . 
3  acres  ...  of  land  located  on  the  westerly  side  of  Birch  Street .  .  .  said  land  to  be  used  as  a  location  for 
a  Fire  Department  substation  (emphasis  added). 

On  the  basis  of  these  three  points,  I  believe  certain  representations  were  made  to  the  Finance 
Committee  and  to  the  Town  Meeting  that  the  Birch  Street  site  would  encompass  only  a  substation,  not 
a  main  station. 

This  is  not  a  matter  of  mere  semantics.  Words,  written  and  spoken,  mean  something.  I  voted  to 
approve  the  purchase  of  the  Birch  Street  property  in  reliance  upon  the  representation  that  a  sub-station 
would  be  constructed  not  a  main  station. 

At  some  point  between  Town  Meeting’s  approval  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Birch  Street  property 
in  1987  and  this  evening,  the  entire  scope  of  this  project  has  expanded  two-fold.  The  proposed  $3.35 
million  dollar  design  of  the  Birch  Street  station  exceeds  what  was  previously  represented  to  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee  and  Town  Meeting. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons,  as  a  member  of  the  minority  of  the  Finance  Committee,  I  must  recom¬ 
mend  unfavorable  action.

MILFORD  FIRE  STATION  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 
INTERIM  REPORT  TO  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  13,  1989 


At  last  year’s  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  committee  was  authorized  to  prepare  preliminary  plans 
for  a  new  facility  on  Birch  Street.  The  Birch  Street  site  was  donated  to  the  town  by  495  Associates  in 
return  for  improvements  to  Birch  Street,  both  of  which  were  voted  on  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in 
February  1988, 

A  last  year’s  meeting,  the  committee  outlines  the  following  needs; 

1.  Facilities  to  house  30  or  more  vehicles  —  and  the  related  staff  —  to  handle  a  full  “50-year 
build-out”  of  the  town. 


2.  Siting  of  the  facilities  in  the: 

a. )  East, 

b. )  North  and 

c. )  Middle 

areas  of  town. 

3.  An  NFPA  —  specified  training  facility,  and 

4.  Suitable  administration  facilities. 

We  projected  that  the  siting  and  construction  of  these  facilities  would  take  place  throughout  the 
1990’s. 

Tonight’s  proposal  covers  more  than  50%  of  these  requirements  while  providing  much  needed 
coverage  on  the  rapidly  growing  East  end  of  the  town. 

Based  on  your  authorization  to  proceed  on  the  Birch  Street  site  and  after  a  subcommittee 
screened  33  architectural  firms,  the  full  committee  interviewed  six  finahsts  and  chose  Donham  & 
Sweeney,  Inc.  of  Boston.  Donham  &  Sweeney  has  extensive  experience  with  both  publicly  emd  privately 
funded  projects,  including  a  highly  publicized  new  Police  Station  in  the  Mattapan  section  of  Boston; 
combined  fire/police  stations  in  Georgetown,  Wellfleet,  Winchester,  Norfolk  and  Somerville;  and  fire 
stations  in  Hanover,  Sharon  and  Hampstead,  New  Hampshire.  Other  work  has  included  town  halls, 
public  housing,  churches  and  privately  funded  construction  throughout  Eastern  Massachusetts  and 
Rhode  Island. 

Working  with  the  committee,  architect  Brett  Donham  has  developed  a  traditional  design  that 
makes  maximum  use  of  the  donated  property,  blends  with  adjacent  condominiums  and  begins  to  meet 
the  town’s  long-term  training  and  administration  needs  8is  outlined  above. 

First  and  foremost,  the  Birch  Street  Fire  Station/Training  Center  will  provide  facilities  for  up  to 
12  vehicles  and  their  maintenance,  hose  preparation  and  maintenance,  a  watch  commander  and  9- 
person  crew.  This  is  handled  with  a  five-double-bay,  double-ceiling-height  brick  structure  built  into  the 
site’s  sloping  terrain  so  that  the  recir  and  most  of  the  side  of  the  first  floor  is  below  ground  level. 

Together  with  the  existing  Spruce  and  South  Main  Street  stations,  the  building  will  provide  garag¬ 
ing  for  all  the  town’s  apparatus  until  the  additional  facilities  Eire  completed  in  the  90 ’s.  Currently 
Milford  equipment  is  housed  in  surrounding  towns  and  at  a  facility  donated  by  Rizoli  Chevrolet  or  is 
parked  outside. 

Although  the  committee  would  have  preferred  drive-through  bays,  the  plan  to  build  the  station 
into  the  slope  will  save  $500,000  initially  in  construction  and  on  an  ongoing  basis  in  energy  costs. 

Second,  the  proposed  facility  includes  an  NFPA-specified  driver-training  area,  separate  “burn” 
building,  drafting  tank  for  testing  hoses  and  pumper  pressure  and  a  classroom  at  a  level  above  the 
street  but  accessible  directly  at  ground  level  from  the  rear  of  the  building.  Of  the  three  sites  outlined 
for  stations  at  last  year’s  Town  Meeting  (Birch  Street,  Summer  Street  and  North  Purchase  Street), 
Birch  Street  is  the  most  suitable  for  training.  The  construction  of  a  first-class  training  facility  will 
improve  the  quality  of  training  not  only  for  Milford  but  also  for  the  local-area  Mutual  Aid  system. 

Third,  the  Fire  Station/Training  Center  also  will  become  the  administrative  headquarters  of  the 
Fire  Department.  The  administration  area  will  be  built  using  “attic”  space  formed  by  the  pitched  roof 
over  the  double-ceiling-height  apparatus  room  and  the  crew  quarters  and  adding  aesthetically  attractive 
dormers. 
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The  committee  feels  that  meeting  these  two  latter  needs  today  in  what  is  somewhat  a  “buyers’  ” 
market  —  rather  than  waiting  until  the  proposed  Public  Safety  Building  is  constructed  in  the  early 
90s  —  will  result  in  major  savings.  The  committee  feels  that  the  cost  for  building  the  fire  station  section 
of  the  Public  Safety  Building  will  be  much  less  than  the  amount  projected  last  year  and,  in  fact,  will  be 
less  than  this  $3,352,000  proposal  —  as  measured  in  1989  dollars. 

The  project  has  received  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals  from  the  Sewer  Commission.  Planning 
Board,  Capital  Planning  Committee,  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  and  Finance  Committee. 


After  a  lengthy  discussion,  it  was  then

of  a  new  fire  station  and  training  facility  on  Birch  Street,  and  to  authorize  the  Fire  Station  Building 
Committee  to  contract  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  Town  and  do  all  other  things  necessary  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  foregoing  purpose;  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,352,000  to  de¬ 
fray  the  costs  of  the  design,  construction  and  original  equipping  and  furnishing  of  such  new  fire  station 
and  training  facility,  and  to  meet  that  appropriation  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  $3,352,000  as  bonds  or  notes  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44, 
Section  7,  Clause  3  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

Standing  vote . 129  in  favor;  29  opposed.  —  PASSED'. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Selectman  John  Beccia,  Jr.  to  advance  to  Article  33. 

Motion  was  passed  by  voice  vote  unanimous.

Parking  Requirements 

Adequate  off-street  parking  shall  be  provided  on  paved  surfaces 
to  service  all  demands.  At  a  minimum,  one  space  for  each  two 
dwelling  units  plus  one  space  for  each  employee.  Parking  shall 
not  be  permitted  within  the  required  yard  setback  areas. 

3.12.4  A  nursing  home  may  be  developed  accessory  to,  and  on  the  same  site  as,  a  congre¬ 
gate  retirement  living  facihty  subject  to  the  following:

(d)  the  nursing  home  shall  be  specifically  intended  to  accommodate  those  residents 
of  the  congregate  retirement  living  facility,  when  and  if  they  are  in  need  of  the 
additional  care  provided  by  a  nursing  home.  That  is,  adequate  space  shsill  be 
reserved  in  the  nursing  home  such  that  no  resident  of  the  congregate  retirement 
living  facility  shall  be  denied  accommodations  in  the  accessory  nursing  home. 
The  contract  or  other  agreement  between  the  congregate  retirement  living 
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facility  and  each  resident  shall  specifically  guarantee  that  such  accommodations 
shall  be  provided  upon  request. 

(e)  all  other  provisions  of  Section  3.12  shall  be  applicable. 

3.12.5  The  developer  shgQl  be  required  to  provide  a  covenant  or  other  document  appro¬ 
priate  for  recording  which  shall,  at  a  minimum,  assure  that  the  congregate  retirement  liv¬ 
ing  facility  shall  be  developed  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  Zoning 
By-Law,  and  assure  that  all  Eimenities  agreed  upon  by  the  developer  and  the  Planning 
BoEird  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  development  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  occupancy 
permit.  This  document  shall  be  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  prior  to 
their  signing  of  the  site  plan.  This  document,  together  with  the  site  plan,  shall  be  re¬ 
corded  by  the  applicant  at  the  Worcester  District  Registry  of  Deeds  and  a  recorded  copy 
of  the  documents  shall  be  provided  to  the  Planning  Board  prior  to  the  issuance  of  a 
building  permit.  No  occupancy  permit  shall  be  issued  until  the  Building  Commissioner  has 
been  notified  by  the  Planning  Board  in  writing  that  the  congregate  retirement  living 
facility  has  been  developed  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Special 
Permit,  the  site  plan  and  the  covenant.

The  public  hearing  opened  at  8:20  P.M.  on  October  18,  1988.  All  five  members  of  the  Planning 
Board,  Town  Engineer  Michael  Santora  and  Town  Planner  Martha  White  were  present.  There  were 
six  interested  parties  in  attendance.  The  clerk  read  the  public  hearing  notice. 

Attorney  George  Holland  made  the  presentation  on  behalf  of  the  petitioners.  The  proposed 
amendment  would  change  residentially  zoned  land  behind  the  Lincoln  Pharmacy  and  the  Sears 
Surplus  Store  to  CC  (Highway  Commercial). 

A  proposed  by-pass  road  separating  the  residential  zone  from  the  commercial  zone  would  be 
constructed  and  the  petitioner  would  construct  approximately  half  of  the  proposed  road  passing 
through  their  property. 

The  Planning  Board  was  concerned  with  limiting  access  and  egress  on  to  the  by-pass  road  and  the 
owners  stipulated  that  there  would  be  only  one  driveway  on  either  side  of  the  road.  They  further 
stated  that  a  legal  document  insuring  the  stipulation  would  be  submitted  to  the  town. 

At  9:00  P.M.  Mr.  Tessicini  moved  to  close  the  public  hearing  and  take  the  matter  under  advise¬ 
ment,  seconded  by  Mr.  Parente.  Unanimous  vote  of  five. 

At  the  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  November  15,  1988  four  members  were  present.  Mr. 
Tessicini  was  absent  due  to  an  out  of  town  meeting.  The  proposal  was  discussed  and  the  Planning

(X),  may  vote  for  either  of  the  sedd  propositions.  Under  the  proposition  shall  appear  the  word  “Candi¬ 
dates”,  the  directions  to  voters  required  by  Section  forty-two  of  Chapter  fifty-four  of  the  General 
Laws,  beneath  this  the  names  of  candidates  nominated  as  herein  before  provided.  If  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  upon  the  question  of  recall  is  in  the  affirmative,  the  candidate  receiving  the  highest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected;  provided  that  at  least  twenty -five  percent  of  those  entitled  to 
vote  shEill  have  voted.
